Polish Problem 


_ The arrest of the sixteen Poles 
in Poland is in no way connected 
with the reconstruction of the Polish 
Provisional Government, said Mar- 
shal Stalin in a statemeat quoted by 
Moscow Radio. arrests were 
made under a law analogous to the 
British laws for the Defence of the 
Realm. He added that the recon- 
struction of the Polish Government 
could only be settled on the basis 
of the Crimean reSolutions. “ There 
can be no deviation from these 
resolutions.” 

Marshal Stalin made his state- 
ment in a letter to the Moscow 
correspondent of The Times, 
London. 

In his letter, quoted by Reuter, 
Marshal Stalin said:—‘ The arrest 
was made by the Soviet military 
authorities in conformity with an 
agreement made between the Polish 
Provisional Government and the 
Soviet Military Command. It is not 
true that the arrested Poles had 
been invited for the purpose of 
negotiations with the Soviet authori- 
ties. ' 

“1 am of opinion that the Polish 
question can be solved by agreement 
among the Allies subject to the ful- 
filment of the following condi- 
tions:—{a) That when the Polish 
Provisional Government is recon- 
stituted the latter is recognised as 
the kernel of the future Polish Go- 
vernment of national unity by 
analogy with Yugo-Slavia, where the 
National Council of Liberation was 
recognised as the nucleus of the 
united Yugo-Slav Government: 

“(b) That as a result of recon- 
struction such a Government in 
Poland is formed as will carry out 
a policy of friendship with the 
Soviet Union and not a policy of 
‘cordon sanitaire’ directed against 
the Soviet Union. 

“(c) That the question of the 
reconstruction of the Polish Pro- 
visional Government is decided with 
Poles who have ties at the present 
time with the Polish people and not 
without their participation.” 

Mr. Harriman, U.S- Ambassador 
to the Soviet Union, and Sir Archi- 
bald Clark Kerr, British Ambas-

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Within a few weeks voters in 
called on to take part in one of 
the. most curiously contrived elec- 
tions ever held in this, or any 
other, country. On the same 
day, and in the same building, it 
will be the elector’s duty to say 
who ought to succeed Dr. 
Douglas Hyde as _ ceremonial 
head of the State and. who, 
among thousands of local candi- 
dates, are best fitted, as members 
of hundreds of local ‘councils and 
boards, ‘to grapple with detailed 
problems of“sanitation and public 
health. The issues, thus to be 
determined, ‘are as the poles 
apart. Nevertheless, Mr. de. 
Valera and his colleagues have 
made it abundantly clear that the 
real issue of both elections lies 
not in the personal fitness of can- 
didates, but in their professions 
of loyalty to particular parties 
and political organisations. Turn- 
ing its back: on previously 
insistent apjfeals for the ex- 
clusion of political disputation 
from the proceedings of local 
authorities, and acting in defiance 
of the fundamental principles of 
the Constitution, as they were 
supposed to apply to the Presi- . 
dential office and duties, the 
Government . party has flung 
every other issue to the winds in 
its resolve to assert its indis- 
putable supremacy in every 
branch of national and local 
administration. Fianna Fail 
spokesmen, obsessed by the belief 
that Mr. de Valera and his 
henchmen can do no _ wrong, 
seem unable to make any dis- 
tinction between the virtues’ of 
loyalty to the nation and .un- 
alloyed allegiance to party 
policies and personnel. With 
every new acquyjsition of power, 
the Cabinet’s thirst for absolute 
and unchecked authority in every 
domain of economic and social 
life has become more and more 
insatiable. 

While the field of choice for 
the office of President now is 
fixed and unchangeable, there is 
an opportunity—but a very 
limited time—for public opinion 
to assert its dislike of further 
efforts to shackle local thought 
and initiative. In every con- 
stituency there are vunrevealed 
reserves of independent thought 
and of capacity for the work of 
local administration. If organised 
and vocal, such latent resources 
may seize the present opportunity 
to rescue local democracies from 
complete submergence in the 
rapidly rising tide of party and 
bureaucratic dictatorship. If 
independent candidates fail toy 
appear, and to gain adequate sup- 
port, there is, as we believe, little 
reason to hope for the survival 
of local authorities as organs of 
public opinion or as useful 


public administration. Already 
the surrender of wide authority 
to State-appointed managers, the 
arbitrary transfer of all local 
powers to nominees of the 
Minister for Local Government, 
and the increasing employment 
of departmental mandates, have 
gone far to justify the prevailing 
belief. that local bodies are 
destined to become helpless 
marionettes, operated by strings 
in the hands of party managers 
and. Civil Service hierarchies. 
The fact that thes® trends, for 
good or ill, have been among 
the most striking developments 
of recent years in the whole 
sphere of public administration 
is not open to serious doubt. 
There seems, again, to be no 
doubt that the last vestige of 
useful independence soon will 
disappear if the majority of 
electors decide next month that 
local councils are to become the 
instruments of Fianna Fail’s 
party organisation. 

Over and abdve these obvious 
considerations, there are special 
reasons why next inonth’s elec- 
tions ought to be regarded as a 
matter of exceptional importance. 
At this moment the whole strnc- 
ture and organisation of the 
Ministry of, Local Government 
and Public Health are ‘in the 
melting pot. Since it ceased to 
be a branch of Dublin Castle 
government, the Department's 
functions and activities have 
been extended in many directions, 
Formerly. a supervisory body, 
mainly concerned to ensure com- 
pliance with legal requirements, 
the Department has become a 
principal instrument for the 
initiation and execution of posi- 


tive and constructive programmes | § 


in wide spheres of community 
life. To-day, as the centre of the 
State’s housing, public health, 
road-making, public assistance, 
and general social services, the 
Department has assumed a lead- 
ing place in the direction of 
public policy and in the control 
of public expenditure. Con- 
currently, there has been a 
marked decline in the prestige 
and powers of local authorities. 
As the Department’s activities 
extended and ° multiplied, the 
duties and rights of local repre- 
sentatives have tended steadily to 
diminish. Thus a point has been 
reached at which the complete 
disappearance of local elected 
authorities might be contem- 
plated without serious risk of a 
general administrative break- 
down. Now all that seems to be 
necessary to complete the sup-

OBITUARY 


MR. WILLIAM M. CROOK 


Mr. William Montgomery Crook, 
who has died at his home in Dorking, 
Surrey, was a distinguished Liberal of 
the old school, who enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the Irish leaders, Redmond 
and Dillon, as well as of his own 
chief, Mr. vith. Born in Sligo 
85 years ago, he was the eldest son 
of the Rev. William Crook, D.D., Vice- 
President of the Irish Methodist Con- 
ference. Educated at the Methodist 
College, Belfast, and at Dr 
Grammar School, he entered Trinity 
College with a classical sizarship in 
1877 and the first Erasmus ith 
Exhibition. He became a Scholar in 
classics in. 1880 and graduated with a 
Senior Moderatorship in classics and 
Large Gold Medal in 1881. From 
1879 to 1886 he was classical master 
at Wesley in, and in 


College, Dublin, 

1892 he went to London to join the 
editorial staff of the Methodist Times, 
on which journal he remained until 
1898. He contested Wandsworth un- 
successfully as a Liberal Home Ruler 
at the general election of 1892, and 
from 1895 to 1898 he was secre of 
the Liberal Eighty Club. From 1898 
to 1900 he edited a Liberal periodical, 
The Echo. 

In 1902 he became secretary of the 
Home Counties’ Liberal Federation, 
an. administrative post of much 
importance in the English Liberal 
Party, which he held uninterruptedly 
for 29 years. On his resignation in 
1931, he was clected honorary secre- 
tary, from which position he resigned 
at the age of 81. From 1914-to 1918 
he was organiser of the church collec- 
tions for the British Red Cross Society. 
For his war services he received 
O.B.E. He was an authority on 
Methodist history, natural history and 
mountain climbing. He was an active 
member of the Irish Literary Society, 
a Fellow of the Royal Geographica 
Society and the Zoological Society.

That is an extract from the im- 
nded document. There is, let it 
said at once, to theologians ap- 

proved by me no such thing known 
as a civil duty. Every duty of what- 
soever kind 1s a moral duty, though 
for convenience of exposition it 1s 
permissible to divide the corpus of 
moral duties info categories, as 
family duties, religious duties, duties 
related to the diffusion of unsavoury 
literature, chrematistic duties, etc., 
ex. When therefore I hear some 
one say that one moral duty may 
come into conflict with what the 
citizen conceives to be a greater 
moral duty, in charity I conclude that 
I have not heard aright. Giving a man 
all my substance, on the one hand, 
and murdering him on the other, 
cannot both be moral duties, nor is 
conflict possible in any matter 
affecting truth and morals. 

“ It) was wrong,” the document 
says elsewhere, “to throw stones 
through the windows of those who 
were ey rejoicing. But 
which of us when a student has 
not done and foolish 
things... ? 

In the first place it is morall 
wrong to throw stones sn é 
other people's windows at all and 
their rejoicing—and the legitimacy 
thereof—has no bearing whatever 
on the matter.

Myself, of course). If the entire 
herd of humans is to be embraced in 
the phrase “which of us,” will it not 
be a bit puzzling to the window- 
breaking chislers of Gardiner 
Street, who were never. so far as 
they can recall, students in the sense 
of being well-dressed little rowdiés? 
Most amazing of all is the implica- 
tion that each one of ‘us’ did 
wrong, and foolish things ‘when a 
student.’

wrong and foolish things when no 
longer a student? Were the archi- 
tects of your late war all students? 

“ As an Irishman who all his life 
has endeavoured to promote under- 
standing and good _ relations 
between Ireland and England... 
may I appeal that those incidents 
should be forgotten . . .?” 

I hold that no parece of the age 
of, say, five, could’ undertake any 
effective inter-racial pacifications. I 
say—acidly—that  ‘ understanding ' 
and ‘good relations’ in that con- 
text are antonyms, mutually irre- 
concilable. Paudrig Crohoore and 
J. Bull, on the most superficial of 
acquaintanceships, simply do not 
fancy each other; get them to un- 
derstand each other better and their 
distaste will d n. And by whom 
should these incidents be forgotten? 
Myself? Am I then no longer per- 
mitted to remember Limerick? 

Frankly, ‘I+ think the promotion 
of these * good relations’ is wrong. 
Apart from being calculated to 
destroy a lwely and dynamic 
milieu, it would tend to attenuate 
the ever-diminishing Irish oppor- 
tunities for individual redemption 
through suffering, poverty, injustice 
and holy resignation in adversity.

HE serious situation which has 
arisen through the shortage of 
school books is stressed by the 
L.C.C. Education Committee in a 
memorandum which it has sent to 
the Ministry of Education and the 
Board of Trade demanding the 
release of more paper for educa- 
tional books. Publishers of educa- 
tional books are allowed only two- 
fifths of their pre-war supplies. 
The requisition list of books for 
issue to schools at the outbreak of 
the war contained no fewer than 
15,000 different publications, and 
the L.C.C.’s expenditure on books 
was then averaging £60,000 a year. 
In 1939 London schools were well 
stocked with books, but -by 1942 
the cessation of supplies, the
